Folic Captain Creeden took the stand
at the Leiow Committee's session to-

day and told in detail the story of
how ha paid U5.000 to be appointed Cap-tain- .,

The money, re declared, waa
raised at tha suggestion of John W.

Reppenhagen, who told him the gift
was at Commissioner Voorhls's dis-

posal, and he (Creeden) could get It by
paying $12,000.

Creeden says he went to Barney
Rourke, who straightway raised a sub-

scription on notes which the
signed In blank.

After the 112,000 waa raised, Creeden
says, he was told he would have to get
$3,000 more, as $12,000 bad buen offered by

Sergt. Wlegand, of the Ninth Precinct.
The additional sunt-w- as raised, and

after a talk with Commissioner Voorhis,
during which he denied all knowledge
of any fund having been raised, he
received his appointment.

The Captain, on being called to the
stand, testlfled'as follows:

Mr, Ooff You have reflected over nlcht. Cap-
tain, on your testimony yesisrdayT A. Yes. sir.

Q. You hesitated a long time when you were
asked If you paid money for your position! A.
Yes. I did.

Q. Will you tell us why you hesitated, and la
your own wayT A. (After long heeltatlon) It wu
because I had no deelra and did not wtab to
Implicate any one elee. especlslly some persons
In court, who I supposed wsre friends of mine,
nor did J wish to plsce myself In the light of an
Informer.

Q. You did not wish to tmpltcste them In
any Illegal tranaactlon. A. That's It.

Q. You have a special horror of being called
an informer? A. Yes. my family were Irish
revolutionists

Q Now, do yoq wish to state anything differ-
ent from what you did yesterday? A. Yea.
After consulUng with my family and friends. I
have decided to make a full statement of my
cass.

Q You have children? A. Yes: eight.
" Well, go on, Captain, In your own

way."
" I was an applicant for the position

of Captain ever since 18S8. and took the
first Clvll-Servl- examination under tho
new law. I passed creditably, and did
the same thing three years in succes-
sion, but my application was never con-
sidered.

Told He Mnat Get Influence.
"My friends came to me and said I

was wasting my time, and unless I
could get the Influence of some one of
the Commissioners I would never get
the place. I didn't know what to do, but
was told that the man to see was Rep-
penhagen, who was the leader of the
New York Democracy In the district.

"I sent for Mr. Reppenhagen ami he
came to the station to see me. and we
had a conversation.

Q What was that unveruUon? A. We talked
over the matter, and rtrppenhagea aald he would
see Commissioner Voorhis. u it wss his turn
to malts ths nest appointment, and ths appoint-
ment was to be made aoon. Then ha went out
and came bark soon after, I was atllt In mr
ofire In the station.

"I will say that this was In the Utter
part of 1S91," continued the Captain.
''I had let the matter drop for some
time.

"When Reppenhagen returned he said
that Mr. Voorhis would not make any
appointment that day, and I would aee
him again. Other appointments were
made that day. Subsequently Reppen-
hagen saw me and stated that the place
In Commissioner Voorhls's gift could be
had for S12.000.

"I said that was considerable money,
and did not see how I could get It. I
finally said I would see my friends
and let him know what they said.
